ONE WHO HAS BBEN HELPED. 


Even it th« Militia Ha» to bs dall^d In- 


to Active ServlOB. 


CEIPPLB CBKEK, Col., March 19.—Yes- 


terday afternoon and evening' a con- 
ference was held in the Palace hotel at 
which about fifty people were present. 
C. G. Hathaway, president of the Bi- 
metallic bank, occupied the chair. 
The militia was represented by Adj.- 
Oen. Tarsney and Col. E. J. Brooks. 
The sentiment of all the speakers was 
in favor of a military 
movement 


against the organization that seems 
now to have some further object than 
the question of eight hours. 


Gen. Tarsney said that the laws of 


the state had been violated in various 
ways by mob interference and resist- 
ance to arrest; that the orders of the 
court enjoining1 the miners from inter- 
ference with workmen willing to labor 
in the mines with the terms of the 
company had been disobeyed, and that 
deputy sheriffs had been assaulted on 
Thursday night and some of them had 
been wounded. 


All of these matters were thoroughly 


reviewed and it was the unanimous ex- 
pression that the sheriff must b»- sus- 
tained in the performance of his dtities, 
and that the military powers of the 
Btato shall take immediate steps to- we ; 
that the sheriff is assisted in his work. ' 
This means that an early show »f 
force shall be made. The militia will 
be augmented by hundreds of depw- 
ties that have been sworn in dunnsf 
the past week. 


When the movement will be made is. 


uncertain, but it is intimated by Col- 
Brooks that there wiU be no haste. 


The town was quiet when the mili- 


tia came in at 8 w'elock yesterday 
morning. 
They hai halted out of 


town in the early morning for a short 
res-t. They were hooded by some min- 
ers in then passage throujrlitho streets 
to their 
camping #lace below tho 


Palace hotel. They n umber about :iOO 
and! present a good appearance. 


At a late hour Saturday night the 


sheriff and a posse quietly effected the 
arrest of Mayor MartiixDeanof Altmar, 
and John Calderwood, president o£ the 
diners' union, upon the charge of resis- 
ance and assault. Y»sterday morning 
the news of this arsest stirred up the 
miners on the hill, and they flocked 
over to Altman to dismss the situation. 
They are well armwl and have thai 
rreat advantage of position. It will 
tie difficult if not impossible to move- 
the artillery up the- steep rounded sides, 
of the hills covered with undergrowth 
of shrubs and trees, the only roads be- 
ing burro trails. The programme wall 
be to attempt to gain possession of the 
mines that are working and then pro- 
tect the workmen from the violence of 
the miners.

seventy-five yards wide and about 300 
yards in length at this particular place, 
but it dipped down again about a mile 
northeast, completely demolishing an- 
other house occupied by a negro fam- 
ily named Jones; also, a Mr. White's 
barn aud several other houses.

NEW YOBK, March 19.—A mob o! 


Italians and a squad of police had a 
hand-to-hand fight just before dark 
last evening at the corner of First 
avenue and One Hundred and Thir- 
teenth street. Blood flowed freely ana 
two of the policemen were pretty well 
used up, while two of the Italians are 
in the hospital and many others have 
bandaged heads. Sixty prisoners were 
captured and are now locked up in the 
East One Hundred and Fourth-street 
station hoube. 


The cause of the trouble was the 


crap-shooting of a lot of Italian boys 
•who infest the greater part of the up- 
town "Little Italy." The bovs were 
especially troublesome yesterday after- 
noon and citizens complained to the 
police about the disorder they cre- 
ated there. Sergeant Norton then de- 
tailed Policemen Woffet, Johnson and 
Garvey to go out in civilian dress and 
arrest the offenders,. 
The men made 


their way to East One Hundred and 
Thirteenth street and First avenue and 
proceeded to arrest two youngsters. 
As the men were not

The moment they did so, however, 
he Italians who were loitering about 
..w there was trouble in store for the 
joys and Vincenzo Hianco, a big Ital- 
an, made a set for Moffet and knocked 
lim down.

who jumped on 


Jarvey and Johnson. The policemen 
fought 
hard 
and were repeatedly 


felled with stones and bricks. They 
were fighting, however, against ever- 
.ncreasing odds, and were forced to re- 
tire and hurry back to the station- 
house for assistance. In the mean- 
time the boys they had arrested es- 
caped. 
At the stationhouse Sergt. Norton 


had been informed of the riot by a 
citizen, and he had just started put 
with a squad of reserves numbering 
twenty-four men as the wounded po- 
licemen returned from the fight. 


Moffet and Garvey were too badly 


used up to enter the conflict again, 
but Johnson, who had escaped with 
comparatively slight injuries, returned 
with the reserves to help identify the 
rioters. The squad did a double-quick 
over to First avenue, and then took 
cars to One Hundred and Thirteenth 
street. There the mob was waiting for 
them, and a free fight began. Several 
pistol shots were fired by the rioters, 
and bricks and stones and olubs were 
brought into play. The police did not 
spare their efforts in telling blows 
with their short sticks, and the rioters 
fell to the- pavement thick a?icl fast. 


Meantime, the mtxst intense excite- 


ment prevailed in the entire neighbor- 
hood. The windows, in the tenement 
houses on either side of the .street were 
filled with women, who urged on the 
men with their eries 


Hut the police succeeded is getting 


the best ol the light after a few min- 
utes anil arrested forty persons, whom 
they took to the st.ition house

they went

twenty more, making a total of sixty 
in all.'

Lord RoSBbery Defines Hi* Position on 
the Home Bale Question.

LONDON, March 19.—Lord Rosebery's 


definition of his attitude towards the 
question of Irish home rule, as given 
in his. speech at Edinburgh Saturday, 
certainly ought to be sufficient to de- 
feat the purposes of the malignant 
misrepresentations of the premier's 
remarks in the house of lords. No re- 
pudiation of the meanings which the 
unionists newspapers have succeeded 
in attaching to Lord Eosebery's utter- 
ances has been deemed necessary to 
ministerial circles, excepting with a 
view of dissipating the uneasiness in 
the ranks of the Irish parliamentary 
party which 
misinterpretation arid 


misrepresentation have created. 


The Irish leaders Want to Know. 
Justin McCarthy, Thomas Sexton 


and Timothy Healy had an extended 
interview on the subject with Mr. 
John Morley, chief secretary for Ire- 
land, on Thursday and obtained from 
him once more a precise statement of 
the home rule policy which the Rose- 
bery ministry intends to pursue. Mr. 
Morley informed the Irish deputation 
that the policy of the present govern- 
ment in regard to Ireland was the 
policy of Mr. Gladstone, which had 
not been altered and would not be 
altered. 
Home rule, lie said, was in 


the forefront of the liberal piogramme, 
and there was no intention to deviate 
from the course which had long ago 
"been maiked out 


Concerning the speech of Lord Rose- 


bery in the house of lords, Mr. Morley 
said the premier's rather unhappy 
phrases in the tipper house had af- 
forded the unionists an opportunity 
for perverse interpretation; but batur- 
day night's elucidation of the govern- 
ment's policy and the premier's views 
in Edinburgh should restore 
confi- 


dence in the sincerity of the govern- 
ment and its purpose to carry out the 
home-rule policy of Mr Gladstone. 


Irish home rule, the Irish secretary 


declared, had not been indefinitely 
postponed, as the unionists and tories 
had alleged. Even In the event that 
the next general elections, be they far 
or near, should gi^e the liberal party 
a majority smaller than it has now, 
the home-rule bill will be reintro- 
dueed. 
The* .New Premier and Mr. Gladatona. 


"The exact terms of Lord Roseber- 


ry's statement of policy," continued 
Mr. Morley, "was agreed upon between 
the new premier and Mr. Gladstone, 
who desired that all adverse criticism 
and speculation as to the policy of the 
new liberal ministry should be foiled 
by an explicit declaration reaffirming 
the principles of the liberal party un- 
der the former leadership. NeitTher at 
the cabinet meeting, which was held 
at the foreign office on the day of the 
re-opening of parliament, nor in the de- 
bates in the house of lords, had Lord 
Kosebery had a full opportunity to 
make a proper elucidation of his pol- I 
icy.

The only chance of the registration 
T}ill passing the house of lords there- 
fore, lies in their acceptance of part of 
the provisions of the bill while reject- 
ing the one-man-one-vote provision, 
which is really the essence of the 
measure.

earlier than July.

A Drunken Painter Shoots His Divorced 


Wife While Kneeling; Be- 


fore the Altar. 


N FsAitasco, March 19.— A mur- 


der and suicide occurred yesterday 
morning1 in the Church of the Immacu- 
late Conception at Oakland while tfhe 
congregation was present. John Brady, 
a house painter, shot and killed his 
wife Mary while she was telling her 
beads in front of the altar. Then he 
turned the. ,evolver on himself and put 
a bullet in his brain. The murdered 
woman had just been divorced from 
him because of his dissipated habits. 
Six children are left. Brady had fre- 
quently threatened to take her life 
since she obtained a divorce. 


The woman remained kneeling at 


the altar rail while the congregation 
was leaving the church. Without a 
moment's warning Brady came behind 
her with a pistol in his hand and put- 
ting it to the back of her neck fired. 
His victim fell to the floor dead. In 
another minute, before anyone had 
time to realize what had happened, 
Brady was also dead. Women fainted 
and screamed and rushed in fright 
from the ed iflce. Officers of the church 
ran to the scene of the terrible tragedy, 
but it was too late to do anything. 


The murderer's body presented a 


shocking sight, and blood and bits of 
flesh were scattered around as if the 
sacred place had been turned into a 
slaughterhouse. 
The doors of 
the 


church were closed at once, and the 
priests celebrated mass in the after- 
noon in the graveyard adjoining on ac- 
count of the defilement of the edifice. 


The man's friends say ho was a 


crank, and had become a maniac on 
account of his wife's separation from 
him.

And Questions Asked by Counsel Dur- 


ing Her Cross-Examination— Mrs. 


Blackburn's First Acquaint- 


ance with the Plaintiff. 


WASHINOTON, March 19.—The dis- 


closure made of the line of defense Col. 
Breckinridge will adopt in regard to 
the testimony of Mrs. Julia C. Black- 
burn gives interest to many portions 
of the testimony of that lady under 
cross-examination, which at the time 
seemed to have no particular point or 
bearing on the case. Even the court 
seemed to share in this opinion, and at 
one part of the proceedings when Mr. 
Phil Thompson, Col. Breekinridge's 
leading counsel, was questioning Mrs. 
Blackburn in regard to the acquaint- 
ance of Charles Dudley Warner and the 
plaintiff, and Mr. Cald'eron Carlisle, for 
the plaintiff, objected. Justice Brad- 
ley remarked: "I have been surprised 
that this examination has gone so far 
aa it has, because it is utterly imma- 
terial." But it's connection with what 
has been considered a vital point in 
the case of the plaintiff becomes ap- 
parent in the light of the revelation of 
the policy of the defense. The pe- 
culiar point where this objection was 
raised where Mrs. Blackburn said that 
Col. Breckinridge called upon her, as 
he said, at the request of Miss Pollard, 
to remove an unfavorable impression 
which had been made upon Mrs. Black- 
burn's mind by a statement of Mrs. 
Filette that "Miss Pollard was for- 
ward, taking undue liberties in the 
houses of he r friends, having- invited 
Charles Dudley Warner to her (Mrs. 
Filette's) house without permission 


Other portions of the cross-examina- 


tion also become intelligible now. 
Col. Breckinridge's counsel 
elicited 


from Mrs. Blackburn that she had be- 
come acquainted with Mis>s Pollard 
two years previous to the now famous 
Good Friday interview in March, 1893, 
having- been introduced by Mrs. Fil- 
ette. 


To a further question Mrs. Black- 


burn said: "I extended to her the 
same protection that I would to any 
young woman alone in the city from 
my own state—Kentucky. There was 
only such a friendship as would exist 
between a woman of my age and a 
young girl like her." 


Miss Pollard called frequently, Mrs. 


Blackburn said, and when Mr. Wilson 
objected to a question from Mr. Thomp- 
son as to whether Miss Pollard had as- 
sisted at her receptions, Mrs. Black- 
burn interposed: "It makes no differ- 
ence," and answered in the affirmative, 
adding that she had on one occasion 
addressed the invitations for her. 


In cross-examination it was also 


elicited that Mrs. Blackburn had gone 
to New York and invested some money 
m stock speculations with a man whom 
Miss Pollard had told her had made 
some money for her, all this occurring- 
before the Good Friday interview. It 
is of course expected that the defense 
will elaborate on these points and will 
probably question Miss Pollard upon 
them when she takes the stand again 
to-day for further cross-examination.

LONDON, March 19.—TW trial of the 


action brought by Mrs. Holland against 
Sir Francis Cook, the- husband of Ten- 
nie Clatlm, sister of Victoiiu Wood- 
hull, for breach-of-proraise and seduc- 
tion,* vas. begun in the court of Queen's 
bench Saturday The plaintiff charges 
that Sir Francis Cook, under a promise 
of marriage, induced her to become in- 
timate with him in his house at Rich- 
mond, the promise of marriage to be 
fulfilled when his wife should die. 
This, she 
says, occurred in 1870. 


She continued 
her relations with 


him, 
the 
promises being renewed 


from time to time, until in Ib89, 
she found herself in a delicate condi- 
tion, bir Francis, slie allecres, com- 
pelled her to undergo an operation, 
which, although successful, was al- 
most fat<il in its effects. In 1884 Lady 
Cook died and in 1885 Sir Francis, dis- 
regarding his promise to the plaintiff, 
married Tennie Claflin. 


Sir Francis admits intimacy with the 


woman, but says he never promised to 
marry her and had no intention of do- 
ing so 
He always paid for her favors 


and she invariably accepted the money. 


Mrs. Holland, the complainant, was 


called 
to the witness box. Ques- 


tioned in regard to the operation al- 
leged to have been performed upon 
her, she said she was unable to recall 
whether she her&elf or feir Francis 
Cook had suggested it. When asked 
concerning her means of livelihood 
since her marriag-e to her present hus- 
band, she said that her husband had 
done no work since his marriage to her 
and had had no money except what he 
obtained by applying from time to 
time to Sir Francis Cook in her behalf.
